ay  be  exactly  difcovered  ;  and  is  the  moil  correct  and  practical 
"ethod  ever  yet  hit  upon  :  notwithstanding  the  many  whimfical, 
nd  fome  ingenious  Ways,  invented  for  that  Purpofe,  by  feveral 
erfons  who  have  fpent  much  Time  and  Labour,  in  Hopes  of 
aining  the  great  Reward  of  Twenty  Thoufand  Pounds  offered 
y  Parliament,  for  a  practical  Method  of  folving  that  grand 
roblem  with  Certainty,  but  hitherto  to  no  Effect.    It  is  alio 
uch  more  eafy  and  correct  to  find  the  Difference  of  Meridians 
by  this  Method,  than  by  the  Eclipfes  of  the  Moon,  not  only  on 
Account  of  their  more  frequent  happening,  but  becaufe  the 
potion  and  Times  of  thefe  immerfions  and  Emerfions  are  more

Suppofe,  on  the  6th  Day  of  December,  this  Year,  the  Time 
of  the  Immerfion  of  Jupiter*  s  flrft  Satelles  be  obferved  '(by  a 
Telefcope)  in  an  unknown  Meridian,  to  happen  at  15  Minutes, 
40  Seconds  paft  10  at  Night:  I  find  by  the  Table,  that  the 
Time  of  this  Immerfion  will  be  (at  the  Britijh  Obfervatory) 
at  3  Minutes,  8  Seconds  after  8  the  fame  Night :  The  Differ- 
ence of  the  Times  is  2  Hours,  12  Minutes,  32  Seconds ;  which 
being  converted  into  Degrees  and  Minutes  of  the  Equator, 
will  make  3  3  Degrees,  8  Minutes,  the  Longitude  of  the  Place 
of  Obfervation  to  the  Eaft ;  becaufe  the  Time  is  more  than 
that  at  the  britijh  Obfervatory.
